Prop er curing of p ork is a p rob­ 
lem wiiic-h concerns every farm 
lamily who will be butchering hogs 
this fall 
and winter.

For slicing baron three 
p ounds of salt to 
100 p ounds of 
bacon is satisiactory. 
In addition 
i o salt in the curing mixture, sugar 
is addc'd to imp rove the flavor, and 
saltp eter is added to set the red 
(olor in the lean.

ricioed to mve added savor. " F'or 
ug» u cured jiork (dry Aleihod) a 
niixture of eight p ounds of salt, 
three jiounds of brown sugar, and 
two ounces of saltp eter should be 
used tor each 
100 p ounds of meat. 
For sugar curing p ork (brine met- 
Tod ) a m ixture oi ten p iiiinds of 
it, three p ounds of brown sugar, 
two ounces of saltp eter and five 
a l’ons Oi w ater should be used for 
each 100 p c*unds of p tg-k.

Exp eriments on the Hatch F a rm 
of the Missouri Exp erim ent Station 
found that dairy cows having good 
p asture, silage, alfalfa hay and a 
mineral mixture p roduced 85 p er 
cent as much milk and 80 p er cent 
as much butterfat as ■when on full 
grain rations. 
The crop p ing sys­ 
tem suggested by the field crop s 
men at the college includes sorgo, 
small grain, sweet clover, and al­ 
falfa.

of

grazing and hay—and

farms enough grain for economical 
dairy p roduction.

In 
Northw'est Missouri, 100 acres with 
treatments p roduced as much as 
125 acres wuthout treatments. 
Soil treatments also increase the 
feeding value of the crop s grown. 
In some Illinois exp eriments, the 
p hosp horus content of alfalfa w'as 
increased from 2.8 p ounds to as 
much as 5.6 p ounds p er ton with 
liberal soil treatments including 
p hosp hates, lime and p otash. F or­ 
age with less than 3 p ounds of 
p hosp horus p er ton are not safe for 
livestock feeding. 
Unless the soils are naturally 
well sup p lied with lime or have re ­ 
cently been limed, limestone is us­ 
ually the first treatment needed to 
establish sweet clover in the rota­ 
tion and to grow alfalfa. It should 
be ap p lied in accordance with the 
soil test which all county agents 
are equip p ed to make. 
Fertilizer Needed 
In addition to lime ,some com­ 
mercial fertilizer containing nitro­
